Proposed 
Zoning Ordinance for 
the Town of Londonderry, N. H. 


To promote the health, safety, convenience and general 
welfare of the Town of Londonderry and to make it a-more 
attractive place to live; the following ordinance and building 
code is hereby presented to the voters of said Town at annual 
town meeting convened. 


Article 1. No junk yard or place for the storage of dis- 
carded machinery, vehicles, or other materials shall be per- 
mitted.

Section 1. No use shall be permitted that is injurious, 
noxious, or offensive to the neighborhood by reason of the 
emission of odor, fumes, dust, smoke, vibration, noises or 
other causes. 


Section 2, The building inspector shall ascertain before 
issuing a permit for the construction of alteration of any 
building, whether or not the intended use of such structure 
will in any manner be detrimental to the neighborhood in 
which it is to be located. Should any question exist in the 

opinion of the building inspector, regarding the effect of such 
intended use of the neighborhood, he shall, before issuing a 
permit, submit the case to the Board of Adjustment for re- 
view. The Board of Adjustment shall hold hearings to deter- 
mine the reaction of property owners in the neighborhood 
and grant or refuse a permit on the basis of their findings. 


Section 3. Nothing in this article shall prevent land being 
used or structures altered, or used for the production or sale 
of farm produce by occupants of such land, unless such use 
is injurious, noxious or offensive to the neighborhood. 

This section shall not apply to approved farm practices.

AR PICLE Vioo. 


Enforcement 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen shall appoint for a 
term of one year, a Building Inspector who, by his training 
and experience, is qualified to administer this ordinance. An 
application fee of $2.00 for new construction or $1.00 for 
major alterations, to be retained by the Building Inspector as 
full compensation for his services, must be paid by the appli- 
cant at the time the application is made. 


Section 2. The Building Inspector shall be the Adminis- 


trative Officer of this ordinance. 


Section 3. Any person before commencing work on the 
erection or alteration of any building or structure, if said al- 
teration affects more than 30% of the existing floor area, 
must first obtain a permit duly granted for such erection or 
alterations by the Building Inspector. Before a permit shall 
be issued by the Building Inspector, he shall determine 
whether the proposed construction or alteration conforms to 
all conditions of this ordinance and a specific blueprint or 


other record of the approved plan shall be filed before permit 


is granted. The Building Inspector shall make known his 
decision within ten days from the date he received applica- 
tion and he shall make inspections of all buildings in a process 
of construction and report any violations to the Board of 
Selectmen. 


Section 4. No permit shall be issued for construction or 
alteration unless the proposed structure will present a rea- 


sonable appearance and will be in keeping with the neigh- 


borhood and unless the building is to be finished on the ex- 


terior in a permanent manner and is to be suitably painted 


on the outside whenever the same is of wood or a material 
customarily painted. This is intended to eliminate the erec- 
tion of structures obviously out of place for the neighborhood 
where they are located, and which may have a detrimental 
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effect on property values and neighborhood character. When 
an objection, on account of the appearance of a proposed 
structure as above indicated, is raised by a majority of the 
families residing or owning property within a reasonable dis- 
tance of the property in question, the Board of Adjustment 
shall hold a public hearing to receive evidence on both sides 
and shall have the authority to decide whether the permit 
shall be issued or not. 


Section 5. Upon any well founded information that this 
ordinance is being violated, the Selectmen shall, on their own 
initiative, take immediate steps to enforce the provisions of 
this ordinance by seeking an injunction in the Superior Court 
or by any other appropriate legal action. 

Section 6. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the — 
above regulations shall be punished upon conviction by a fine 
not exceeding $10. for each day of each violation.

Board of Adjustment 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen shall appoint a Board 
of Adjustment, which Board pursuant to the regulations and 
restrictions set forth in this ordinance, may in appropriate 
cases and subject to appropriate conditions and safeguards, 
make special exceptions to the terms of this ordinance in 
harmony with its general purpose and intent, and in accord- 
ance with general or specific rules as put forth in this 
ordinance. ; 7 


Section 2. The Board of Adjustment shall consist ot five 
members. When the Board is first organized, one member 
shall be appointed to serve one year, one for two years, 
one for three years, one for four years, and one for five years, 
and thereafter the appointing authority shall annually appoint 
one member for a term of five years. Said members shall be 
removable by the appointing authority upon written charges, 
and after public hearing. Vacancies shall be filled for the un- 
expired term. : 
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Section 3. The board shall adopt rules in accordance with 
the provisions of the ordinances. Meetings of the board shall 
be held at the call of the chairman and at such other times 


as the board may determine. Such chairman, or in his ab- 


sence the acting chairman, may administer oaths and compel 


the attendance of witnesses. All meetings of the board shall 


be open to the public. The board shall keep minutes of its 
proceedings, showing the vote of each member upon each 
question, or if absent or failing to vote, indicating such fact, 
and shall keep records of its examinations and other official 
actions, all of which shall be immediately filed.in the office of 
the board and shall be a public record. 


Section 4. Appeals to the board of adjustment may be 
taken by any person aggrieved or by any officer, department, 
board, or bureau of the municipality affected by any decision 


of the administrative officer. Such appeal shall be taken 


within a reasonable time, as provided by the rules of the 
board, by filing with the officer from whom the appeal is 
taken and with the board, a notice of appeal specifying the 
grounds thereof. The officer from whom the appeal is taken 
shall forthwith transmit to the board all the papers consti- 


tuting the record upon which the action appealed from was — 


taken. 


Section 5. An appeal stays all proceedings under the ac- 
tion appealed from, unless the officer from whom the appeal 
is taken certifies to the board of adjustment after notice of 
appeal shall have been filed with him, that by reason of facts 
stated in the certificate a stay would, in his opinion, cause 
imminent peril to life or property. In such case proceedings 
shall not be stayed otherwise than by a restraining order 
which may be granted by the board or by the superior court 
on notice to the officer from whom the appeal is taken and 
cause shown. | | 


Section 6. The board of adjustment shall fix a reasonable 
time for the hearing of the appeal, give the public notice 
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thereof, as well as notice to the parties in interest, and decide 
the same within a reasonable time. Upon the hearing any 
party may appear in person or by agent or attorney. 


Section 7. The board of adjustment shall have the fol-

To hear and decide appeals where.it is alleged there 
is error in any order, requirement, decision, or de- 
termination made by an administrative official in the 
enforcement hereof or of any ordinance adopted pur- 
suant thereto. 


To hear and decide special exceptions to the terms of 
the ordinance upon which such board is required to 
pass under such ordinance. 


To authorize upon appeal in specific cases such 
variance from the terms of the ordinance as will not 
be contrary to the public interest, where, owing to 
special conditions, a literal enforcement of the pro- 
visions of the ordinance will result in hardship, and 
so that the spirit of the ordinance shall be observed — 
and substantial justice done. 


In exercising the above-mentioned powers such 
board may, in conformity with the provisions hereof, 
reverse or affirm, wholly, or partly, or may modify 
the order, requirement, decision, or determination 
appealed from and make such order, or decision, as 
ought to be made, and to that end shall have all the 
powers of the officer from whom the appeal is taken. 


The concurring vote of three members of the board 
shall be necessary to reverse any action of such ad- 
ministrative official, or to decide in favor of the ap- 
plicant on any matter upon which it is required to 
pass under any such ordinance, to affect any varia- 
tion in such ordinance. | 
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Section 8. No member of the board of adjustment shall 
sit upon the hearing of any question which the board is to 
decide in a judicial capacity who would be disqualified from 
any cause, except exemption from service and knowledge of 
the facts involved gained in the performance of his official 
duties, to act as a juror upon the trial of the same matter in 
any action at law. If a member shall be disqualified or un- 


able to act in any particular case pending before the board, 


the appointing authority, upon application of the board, shall 
appoint a member to act in his place upon said case. 


Section 9. Any person aggrieved by any decision of the 
board of adjustment, or any decision of the legislative body 
of such municipality in regard to its plan of zoning, or any 
taxpayer, or any officer, department, board or bureau of the 


municipality, may apply to the superior court, within thirty 
days after the action complained of has been recorded, by a _ 


sworn petition, setting forth that such decision is illegal or 
unreasonable, in whole or in part, specifying the grounds 
upon which the same is claimed to be illegal or unreasonable. 


Section 10. The court shall direct the record in the mat- 
ter appealed from to be laid before it, hear the evidence and 
make such order approving, modifying or setting aside the 
decision appealed from as justice may require, and may make 
a new order as a substitute for the order of the board. The 
filing of the petition shall not stay proceedings upon the deci- 
sion appealed from, but the court may, on application, notice 
to the board and on cause shown, grant a restraining order. _ 


Section 11. An order of court to send up the record may 
be complied with by filing either the-original papers or duly 
certified copies thereof, or of such portions thereof as the order 
may specify, together with a certified statement of such other 
facts as show the. grounds of the action appealed from. 


Section 12. The court may take evidence or appoint a _ 


referee to take such evidence as it may direct and report the 
same with his findings of fact and conclusions of law.

the immediate future. The problems that seem most critical 3 
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at the present time are finances, teacher supply and housing. 

Housing temporarily, at least, is solved from the stand- 
point of the local community. The other two problems are 
still present. The solution is not easy. __ 

School materials in general will follow economic laws and 
conditions. Materials and services in short supply will tend 
to increase or maintain high levels. 2 

Teacher supply affects the economics of school finance at 
both the elementary and secondary level. The districts finan- 
cial responsibility for secondary education is based on two 
variables, cost of instruction.and number of pupils. The cost 
of instruction reflects the increase in cost of teacher salaries, ’ 
text books and other instructional supplies. It has increased 
from $80.99 in 40-41, the last pre war year, to $158.74 in 
1948-49. The estimated cost for 1948-49 upon which tuition 
rates for 1949-50 are based is in excess of $170. The cost per 
pupil has then increased more than two fold or $90 a pupil. 
The high school enrollment declined during the intervening 
years and was at its lowest in 1947-48. It now is back at 
about pre war level and will tend to increase. With both 
variables increasing school finances are affected considerable. 

In the elementary area approximately the same picture is 
revealed. Enrollments were low in 47-48. There has been a 
1/3 increase in two years. Instructional materials have in- 
creased in cost and a greater number of pupils need to be 
supplied. The greatest increase is again in the area of teacher 
salaries. This increase is due to two factors. A recognition 
by the public on a country wide basis that the work of the 
elementary teacher is worth considerable more than we have 
been accustomed to pay. Secondly the shortage of personnel 
has made increases necessary to attract and retain the best 
personnel available. The shortage of trained personnel has 
been caused by several factors. The economic and_ social 
status of the elementary teacher has been such that the pro- 
fession has not had a sufficient number of prospective .teach- 
ers enter the teachers’ colleges. In general the colleges have 
graduated one teacher for every 6 vacancies in the past two 
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or three years. School boards and superintendents have 
met this situation by making positions more attractive so as 
to induce retired teachers to return to the profession and to 
bring in teachers from out of the state. Another conributing 
factor that has emphasized the shortage is increased enroll- 
ments. This factor will become more and more important as 
the bulge is entering classes advances through the grades. 

In addition to increased enrollments the recognition that 
educational needs of children can be best met by smaller class 
sizes creates a further demand on the supply of elementary 
teachers. In light of these conditions the cost of elementary 
schools has risen in about the same or sere: a slightly 
higher ratio than secondary schools. Sg 

The financial problem then becomes more critical as enroll- 
ments increase. The increased costs have been partially met 
by an increase in the state’s share. Pending legislation at 
state and national levels indicate that recognition of the 
problem may be implemented by financial assistance from 
these sources. The tax payer will still meet the educational 
bill but these two governmental units can broaden the base 
so that the source of revenue is broadened and the burden on 
real property somewhat alleviated. 


Housing 

At the time of this report the new school is in the ‘oe 
phase of construction. The community can be proud of the 
facilities provided. Several committees from other communi- — 
ties have visited the building: They have been impressed 
with: the facilities provided and the building will probably 
be a model which will have many imitators. Ideas incorpo- 
rated in the plant which provide facilities economically, are 
being assayed in the light of needs in other communities. 


Personnel 
Reassignment of teachers and engaging three new teachers 
filled the existing vacancies. Mrs. Pellerin was engaged to 
fill in until transfer to the new building was made. Miss Ida 
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Martin and Mrs. Helen Pinard were hired for No. 2 and 
No. 8 respectively. The work of the schools has progressed 
quite well under existing conditions. Several stop gap pro- 
cedures were used pending the completion of the new 
building. 

Books were added as needed and two sets of Brittanica Jr. 
added as reference materials. The centralization of all books 
and supplies will make all materials available to pupils. The 
building of class room, libraries can go forward so that edu- 
cational progress should be enhanced. : 

The prospect of improving the educational opportunities 
for the boys and girls of the district is bright. Physical plant 
is only a means to the end. It brings into being, however, 
a situation where other educational factors are improved at 
the same time as are building facilities. 


Budget 
The budget for 1949-50 shows an overall increase of $10,- 
900.63. Debt Service accounts for $6,568.75. Savings in other 


items cut the total back so that the operational budgetary 


estimate indicates only an estimated increase of $2,131.88. 
In the face of increased costs and enrollments such an in- 
crease is neither unusual nor unanticipated. High School 
tuition is a budgetary item that has been mounting con- 
stantly. It is one that cannot be controlled at a local level. 
The legal responsibility of the district is established by the 
average instructional cost for the state at high school level. 
This average rose from $107.46 to $158.74 from 1944-45 to 


1948-49. Based on data available at the*State Office of Edu- 


cational instrtictional costs are expected to be over $J70 tor 
1949-50. The retirement of the bond issue is a legal obliga- 
tion so that the controllable items of the budget are in’ line 
with present trends. : 

The income estimated is based on the past biennium. The 
legislature may change this figure.
